My Lord, Dublin, May 11, 1731. 
II has been a very great ſurpriſe to me this win- 
ter to hear of the attacks made on the rights of 
the clergy by two bills brought into the Houſe of 
Commons, one relating to tythes, the other to the 
fines for renewal of Church leaſes. 

I find that what always uſed to. be of weight in 
both houſes, that theſe were manifeſt attempts on the 
undoubted right and property of the clergy, was 
with too many of no weight at preſent. 

I am very glad the ſtorm is blown over for this 
ſeaſon, and I hope the open declarations their Ma- 
jeſties were pleaſed to make in favour of the rights 
of the clergy, may prevent any new attack being 
haſtily made on then. 

If 1 am not miſinformed, your Lordſhip has been 
very uſefully employed in publiſhing a ſhort but 
full vindication of the rights of the clergy as to 
tythe. To which I have ſeen an anſwer, publiſhed, 
as the title ſays, by a member of parliament. I 
think we of the clergy are very much obliged to 
that author, ſince he 8 pretty plain, that in his 
opinion the nation ought to pay nothing to the cler- 
gy except they pleaſe, and that the fewer the clergy 
are reduced to, the better for the nation, 

The rights of a free people ſeem to be carried a 
great length, by ſome people in England in their writ- 
ings. In ſeveral — one of their tights has

been aſſerted to be, to publiſh what the) pleaſe 
about religion, and another to publiſtr the ſame about 
all affairs of ſtate; and this author has now —_ 
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third, which is, to be eaſed from the burthen of 
tythes. I wiſh the landed gentlemen would reflect, 
whether the next privilege of a free-born Engliſhman 
may not be to be excuſed from the burthen of rents, 
ſince the tenants of England do. almoſt as much out- 
number the landlords, as the laiety do the clergy. I 
muſt own it is with. great grief that I ſee daily ſuch 
things publiſhed, and thoſe liberties taken with per- 
ſons in power, and ſuch a diſregard to all the rights 
and properties of the ſubject, as I:think myſt by de-

As to the clexgy in particular, I believe there ne- 
ver has been à time, when there has been leſs rea- 
ſon to complain of any oppreſſions from the ſpiri tual

concur with the defign, and fo have others done that 
have the honour to be in his Majeſty's ſervice, 
But it was unanimouſly agreed, that it was not 
proper to bring that affair into either houſe of parlia- 
ment till the ſupply was ſecured.

The equity of the bill is fonnded on the 
firſt bankers having had their debts of the bank 
paid with the later creditors: monies; and an act 
$ Georg. 1. by which the unſettled eſtate of any 
banker is liable at the time of his death to all the 
bank debts ; ſo that when Harriſon died his eſtate 
was liable to pay all the debts of the bank as well as 
Burton's, ſince they were anſwerable jointly and ſeve- 
rally.

ficient time, for thoſe who are likely to ſuffer by it 
here to know that apy thing is going on in parliament, 
that may affect their property, or having time to 
make a proper oppoſition to it.

As this encouragement had not much of the defired 
effect, and few parſonage-houſes had been then built, 
farther encouragement was given by a new act paſſed 
the 12th of George 1. by which the loſs was divided 
among four ſucceſſive incumbents, and the builder or 
his executors, - &c. were to receive three-fourths of 
the original expence of his immediate ſucceſſor z and 
ſuch ſucceſſor two-fourths of his ſucceſſor z and ſuch 
ſucceſſor one-fourth from his ſucceſſor ; and there the 
affair ſtopped.

Several of the clergy bad ſued for agiſtment, and 


. the" courts of juftice here had determined in their 
favour, and the'claim in general was ſo eſtabliſhed, 


that the only controverſ! y - the ſeveral ſuits for fame 
time, had been about the number of cattle, and the 
quota to be paid for them: it has been decided to 
be due by common law; it has indeed been ſaid on

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ſome parts of the kingdom, but has been regularly 
paid in the north, where things have been beſt and 
ſooneſt ſettled.

reformation, whilſt the lands were moſtly in popiſh 
hands, the clergy took what they could get thank- 
fully, and very few ever went near their livings to do 
duty. That 1 do not look upon law to have had a

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carried this point, and are thereby animated to make 
new attacks on other rights of the clergy. I have in 
vain repreſented to ſeveral of them that in the fouth 
and weſt of Ireland by deſtroying the tithe of agiſt- 
ment, they naturally diſcourage tillage, and thereby 
leſſen the number of people, and raiſe the price of 
proviſions; and Tender thoſe' provinces incapable of 
carrying on the linnen manufacture, for which they 
ſo much envy-the north of this kingdom. 

It is certain that by running into cattle the num- 
bers of people are decreaſing in thoſe parts, and moſt 
of their youth out of buſineſs, and diſpoſed to liſt in 
foreign ſervice for bread, as there is no employment 
for them at home, where two or three hands can look 
after ſome hundreds of acres ſtocked with cattle, and 
by this means a great part of our churches are ne- 
glected, in many places five, ſix, or ſeven pariſhes 
(denominations we commonly call' them) beſtowed on 
one incumbent, who perhaps with all his tithes ſcarce 

ets an hundred a year, 

I muſt on this occaſion not only obſerve the illega- 
lity, of theſe aſſociations, but the danger of them' to 
the government, and eſpecially to any acts of parlia- 
ment paſſed in England relating to this country, which 
may be eſteemed hardſhips here, ſince I do not well 
ſee, if this humour goes on, how ſuch acts can be 
put in execution: here. And how far and to what 
other purpoſes ſuch aſſociations may in time extend, 
do not pretend to judge, but I find in ſome counties 
they already begin to form aſſociations againſt what 
they own due to the clergy, but they are encouraged 
by the ſucceſs of this firſt attempt to go on to further 
ſteps. The humour of clans and confederacies is 
<7 4 ſo well underſtood nor felt in England as it 
is here. n WI 

But by diſcourſes dropt among people and by ſome 
papers handed about, there are other undoubted rights 
of the clergy, that are deſigned to be voted away one

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after another, or taken away by new laws, if they 
are permitted to go on, and I find we Biſhops arg 
threatened to have our fines if not part of our eſtates 
taken from us. I need not on this occaſion obſerve 
what a ſupport the Biſhops with the weight of their 
eſtates and power are to the crown, both here and in 
England; but I muſt obſerve that they are of more 
immediate conſequence here, to kgep up the juſt de- 


pendence of this nation on the crown and kingdom of 


England, which too many here are diſpoſed, if poſſible, 
to throw off, daily complaining of jt as an almoſt in- 
ſupportable burthen. | | 3 
I cannot accuſe the bulk of the proteſtants except 
the Scots in the north here, of being enemies to epiſ- 
copacy and the eſtabliſhed cergy as ſuch, but ſome 
gentlemen have let their lands ſo high, that without 
robbing the clergy of their juſt dues, they are ſatisfi. 
ed their rents can hardly be paid; and others fall in 
with them, that they may be able to raiſe their lands 
as high; and the controverſy here is, not whether the 
farmer ſhall be eaſed of an unreaſonable burthen, but 
whether the parſon ſhall have his due, or the landlord 
a greater rent. Some hope they might come in for 
plunder, if the Biſhops were ſtripped, and moſt of the 
needy gentry here envy to ſee the Biſhops by a proper 
frugality, though not-without a decent hoſpitality eaſy 
in their circumſtances. Ja 
Againſt any attacks of this nature we ſhall prepare 
to make as good a proviſion for defence as we can; 
we ſhall not be wanting in our endeavours with thoſe 
of weight in the Houſe, and that are capable of any 
moderation, to prevent any new attempts on the rights 
of the clergy, without bringing on an attack by 
haſtily raiſing a clamour that we are going to be at- 
tacked. But our great and uy powerful defence 
under the divine providence, is from the protection 
of his Majeſty, from whoſe goodneſs we would ho 
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to be defended in our juſt rights in common with our 
fellow ſubjects. | 

And I would hope that if ſome diſcouragement 
from the crown were given to what is ſo unreaſonable 
and unjuſt itſelf, and muſt raiſe the greateſt heats and 
animoſities amongſt us, and give the utmoſt encour- 
agement to the papiſts to ſee proteſtants ſo violently 
attacking their own clergy ; and that paſling the next 
ſeſſions quietly would with ſuch diſcountenances very 
much cool and balk the deſigns of the ill intentioned, 
I cannot but make it my requeſt, that you would be 
ſo kind as to recommend us to his Majeſty's protecti- 
on, which he has graciouſly declared in his ſpeeches to 
parliament he would afford. our brethren of England, 
and that when my Lord Lieutenant comes to receive 
his inſtructions from his Majeſty before his ſetting out 
for his government here, he may be directed by his 
Majeſty to ſignify in what way ſhall be thought moſt 
proper, that the clergy may enjoy their legal rights, 
and that his Majeſty will be graciouſly diſpoſed to 
protect them therein from all unjuſt attacks. 

By a paper of quèries handed about it looks as if 
ſome gentlemen deſigned to have a committee ap- 
pointed to examine into the behaviour of the Biſhops 
and clergy in their paſtoral cures: I muſt own we are 
not ſaints, nor are we the greateſt of ſinners ; but 
what a committee ſet on foot by ſuch as have the 
views there is reaſon to fear too many have, may vote 
concerning our conduct, is eaſily gueſſed in general; 
and I hope will make no bad impreſſion againſt us 
with the unprejudiced. But at the ſame time I can- 
not but heartily wiſh that theſe meaſures may be pre-

ſtead of any Holy of doing fo, evil intentioned per- 
ſons have raiſed a worſe ſpirit againſt the clergy than 
had been raiſed then; and if one may gueſs by ſome 
words dropt by fome perſons, and by a paper private- 
ly handed about, ſome of them are diſpoſed to ſtrip 

the Biſhops of forme of their lands, and the reſt if 
not all the clergy, of ſeveral of their uncontroverted 
rights. And till this ſpirit is laid, it is impoſſible to 
hope for any, compromiſe about the affair of agiſt- 
ment. I' am ſure the oppreſſing the Biſhops and 

Clergy here, will be very much to the damage of the 
Crown, and we hope it is his Majeſty's intention to 
defend us and our rights as well as our brethren in 
England. And though I hope it will not be found ſo 
ealy a work here to run down. the Clergy, as ſome 
imagine, yet I muſt own their great ſecurity, next 
under the Divine Providence, to be in his Majeſty's 
protection; but it would be much better to prevent 
any ſuch attempts and the heats they muſt occaſion, 
than finally to defeat them. © | 

I wrote to Sir Robert Walpole on this ſubject, and 
defired that our Lord Lieutenant might be inſtructed 
to let it be known here that it was his Majeſty's full 
intention to protect the Clergy here in their preſent 

Juſt rights, and that he ſhould be offended with ſuch 
as attempted to invade them. My requeſt to your 
Grace is that you would join with Sir Robert Walpole 
in repreſenting theſe matters to his Majeſty, and ob- 
raining fuch inſtructions to my Lord Lieutenant; and 
that you would in virtue of your particular friendſhip 
with my Lord Lieutenant, diſpoſe him to be the pa- 
tron of the Clergy here in their preſent unhappy ſitu- 
ation, and engage him to let me from time: to time 
apply to him in their behalf, as things ſhall occur. 1 
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can aſſure Our Grace 1ſhall make no other uſe of ſuch 
encouragement, than to promote peace and 
Auer and his Majeſty's ſervice in this kingdom.
